Carl B. Westmoreland is well kmown nationally as a prime mover in the 
restoration and revitalization of two decaying neighborhoods in 
Cincinnati. With a graduate degree in urban sociology from the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, he is by vocation a social planner, but he has 
given a great deal of his time, without pay, to the bootstrap efforts 
in Cincinnati to make specific areas of that city livable again. The 
once beautiful neighborhoods of Mt. Auborn and Madisonville, both 
deteriorated in varying degrees, have experienced a renaissance in 
recent years, with a good share of the credit going to Mr. Westmoreland. 
The organizations which he has supported and sometimes led have been 
exceptionally resourceful in obtaining funding. He has been equally 
adept at moving citizens, both property owners and tenants, to a new 
sense of pride in where they live. Being black himself, he is particu- 
larly interested in the problems which confront black people in decay- 
ing neighborhoods; but he speaks with a message that is meaningful to 
all of us, e.g.: 

"I honestly believe that it is up to us who live in 

inner-city neighborhoods to change them, and we can 

only change them if we educate each other ... I see 

beauty where I live, and I'm responsible for the 

filth in the streets. My neighbors are responsible 

for it. We cannot depend on the benevolence of 

people who live outside our community. We have our 

own methods of doing things when we want to. An 

indifferent government makes it harder. An indiff- 

erent banker makes it harder. But it is not 

impossible."

S54 U.S. SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS LANDMARKS LAW IN GRAND #3¥# 
Ree CENTRAL CASE +e 


In a stunning victory for historic preservation efforts across 
the country, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled on June 26 that New York City's 
landmark designation statute is constitutional. The decision upholds a 
city's right to make landmark designations to protect specific proper- 
ties ~.4 to halt their demolition or alteration. 

Although the case on which the court ruled concerned only New 
York's 1913 Grand Central Terminal, the decision strongly supports the 
validity of laws that created more than 500 landmark and historic 
district commissions in the United States. The court rejected a chief 
argument used to attack such commissions: That landmark designations 
deprive the owner of his constitutionally protected right to do any- 
thing he wishes with his property. That kind of argument, declared 
Justice William J. Brennan in the majority opinion, is "quite simply 
untenable". 

"Approval by the Supreme Court is the ultimate test," said 
dames Biddle, president of the National Trust for Historic Preservation, 
following announcement of the decision. 

"Justice Brennan's careful analysis will encourage the cities 
having landmark or historic district laws to use them more vigorously. 
It should also encourage the passage of such laws in communities 
where the question of constitutionality has been debated," he added.

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YPSILANTI REHABILITATION ACTIVITIES AND IDEAS 


W i i z 

AS spring approaches there are many signs of revitalization visible in 
downtown Ypsilanti. Along North Huron Street, work continues on the interiors 
of the Old City Hall and the Beyer Apartment Building. The plans of the law 
firm, Stripp, Roberts, Manchester and Allen, to rehabilitate the 01d Court- 
house at 206 N. Huron Street have been approved by the Historic District 
Commission. Work has already begun on the interior there. 

In Depot Town, the owners of Depot Exchange are planning to open their new 
bar, the Sidetrack, in a few days. The Sidetrack, which will serve sandwiches 
and feature jazz musicians, is located at 56 E. Cross Street, the site of the 
former Central Bar. The new owners have attempted to restore the building's 
significant details, its nineteenth century store front, the pressed tin 
ceiling, and the magnificent columned bar that takes up one whole wall. Inside 
they have removed the heating ducts from the ceiling and hidden them behind the 
walls, restored the original mahogany colored stain of the bar, and added turn 


of the century light fixtures. it promises to provide a very attractive interior.

CURRENT RESIDENTIAL REHABILITATION ACTIVITIES OF THE CITY 


1) The Community Development Block Grant Program has 29 active applications, 
with construction taking place on five units. The City has obligated approxi- 
mately $30,000 and has a large amount of uncommitted money; income limits will 
be adjusted as permitted by the Department of Housing and Urban Development. 


2) The Neighborhood Improvement Loan Program has recently been funded by the 


Michigan State Housing Development authority. Beginning this month (March, 1979) 
low-interest loans (1% to 7 simple interest) will be available to persons 
owning/purchasing property in designated target areas. Income ceilings are 
$14,000 after a $750 deduction for every household member, Maximum loan 
principle is $15,000 for single family dwelling units and $5,000 per unit for 
structures at 2 to 4 units. The total amount of funding available is $300,000 
which must be expended within one year. 


3) HUD Section 312 Loan Program. The City has been allocated 100,000 in 


8.312 funding for 3% home improvement loans. Under this program, low income 
persons will be given priority. The City will advertise in-the Ypsilanti Press 
when they are ready to begin this program. 


Application's are welcome from all low to moderate income residents and property 
owners who plan to rehabilitate old houses. YOU may qualify for a low interest 
loan or grant. Tell others in your neighborhood, especially senior citizens 
who may not know about these programs. Contact the Community Development 
Department, City of Ypsilanti, telephone 483-1100. 
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ROOFING 


Are you thinking of doing something about that leaky roof of yours... 
like repairing it? If so - consider this. 

The average roof of 3 tab - 2351b - asphalt shingles properly applied to a 
moderate slope will last 15 years. A very steep roof will last perhaps 20 years. 

If you have what you consider premature failure look for damage caused by 
wind, hail, falling tree limbs or other sources of impact damage. A valley may 
have suffered from ice damage or even may have been stepped on. Improperly 
installed flashing will not last the life of the roof. 

So if you discover that you can in fact repair your roof instead of replacing 
it, you may save a considerable amount of money. However, be sure that what you 
are repairing is premature failure and not a roof that is beyond repair and in 


need of replacing.
